But it is plain, that it is between Humane and Divine Right ; and 
tho I had humane Right on my fide, the Robber has the Divine, 
in the Doctor's Senſe, Providence having given it him : by conſe- 
quence, tho the right Owner may endeavour to force it from him, 
as he who is diſpofleſs'd of his Throne may, if we believe the No- 
Ror, fight againſt the Poſſefior ; yer againſt all other Men but the 
Owner, the Robber would have a Right. If the Heirs or Execu- 
tors of the m_ have a Right, by the ſame reaſon would Heirs or 
Aſſigns of a diſpoſſeſſed Prince: and if it be lawful for a Prince 
who came to Pofſeflion by undue means, to defend his Poſlefiton 
after it had been ſetled; upon the Do&or's way of arguing, ſo 
would it be lawful for the Robber.

@s the Apoſtle ſaith, all Power is from the Lord God ; wherefore, the 
Laws that are made by Men which thereunto have receiy'd Power from 
the Lord, are alſo ordained of God. "This the Dean receives, and im- 
proves his way, having ſuppos'd that he had ſhewn by our Law, 
chat the King is irreſiſtible in all Caſes, 

If, ſays he, all Laws of Men be the Laws and Ordinances of God, 

then I ſuppoſe the Common and Statute Laws of every Empire, which ab- 
folutely forbid the Subjett to reſiſt the Sovereign, are ſo too. 
If our Podtor had attended to this Pailage, in the moſt plauſible 
Book that ever was written, for Paſſive Obedience to abſolute or 
Imperial Power, ſuperiour to the Political; the Door might have 
avoided many Inconveniences which he has run himſelf into.

Fourthly, His Excuſe for holding ſo 'long off, and Account of 
his Behaviour while he did, is very lame and unfatisfaory.

That ſhews that the Rump Parkament, if ever ſetled, had God's

That makes it at leaſt doubtful whether a Government can be 
ſetled while the r;ghtfuPrince, who once had Poſſeflion, lives : this 
he would evade. 

Had not the Love of Tyranny been more deeply rooted with 
the Dodor, than his Averſion to Ulurpation ; the venerable Autho- 
rity of his Church, I cannot ſay of the Church of England, might have 
ſatisfied him, that in ſome Caſes it may be as lawful to reſiſt the 
Perſon of a .ZTjrant, as to ſubmit to an Uſurper. 

When the Thread of their Canonical Hiſtory, drawn up out of

When a turn of theirs is to be ſerv'd or colour'd, then Church-men 
alone, without a King, are as good Authority as can be urged, to the 
Members of the Church of England.

Church-men, with a King at the Head of them, are the 
Supream Authority, and Judges in all Controverſies 
about Civil, as well as Eccleſiaſtical Matters; and neither can 
aſcribe too much to the other,whilethcy hold together: Somerimes 
Conſtantine and his Arrians, at other times he and the Orthodox, are 
the true Church : But Orthodoxy, like Civil Government, went 
along with the Power. 

Tho the right Faith, like the Diſpoſſeſſed legal King, may re- 
tain the Right ſtill unaltered; yer Error carries on the Name of 
Church, as well as the other does that of Government ; and ought 
to be ſubmitted, ſubſcribel, and ſworn to, as long as it has 
Power to Cruſh the Obſtinare Refuſers. 

Gods Authority, it not Infallibility, attends the Chair, when it 
ſtands guarded in Conjun&ion with the Throne; and no Man 
ought Sauci'y to Afﬀrone the Powers, by preaching up tlie Tre 
Religion, where a Falſe one is ſettled.

I. might graſp at an Abſolute Power, it 
1s plain from Hiſtory and Records, that he would not pretend 
to the Name of Conqueror, leaſt he ſhould create a Jealouſie in 
his People. And had the Clergy of chat Age, Flatter'd like others 
ſince, he would have certainly ſhewn Marks of his Difpleaſure ; 
ifit had been for no other reaſon, but that ke might demonſtrate 
to his People, that they ought to have no Apprehenſions of loſing 
their Rights and Liberties upon the Change. I hall run the Pa- 
rallel no farther, than to ſay, That no Man can 1eaſonably ex- 
ped their Majeſties Favour, who tel's them, or the World, that 
they are inveſted with an Abſolure Power of the Gitt of God, 
withcut regard to Right, without regard to Law. | 

Arbitrary Power, tho it is a Plant which riſes towards Heaven ; 
as it pretends a Deſcent from thence ; is not likely to over-top 
King Wilkam's Laurcls. 

It is a Contradiion to the end, ani effect of his coming, an 
Enemy to his Crown and Dignity, a Fitend and Creature of France 
and King James; Nurſed up here for their Service.
